Record retention and disposal is carried out under 
supervision of the National Archives and Records Administration (NARA), Title 44, United States Code, Section 3301 
as implemented by Title 36, Code of Federal Regulations, Part 1228; Title 44, United States Code, Section 3310 as 
implemented by Title 36, Code of Federal Regulations, Part 1229.10. 

For your information, a search of the indices to our Central Records System reflected there were additional 
records potentially responsive to your Freedom of Information/Privacy Acts (FOIPA) request. We have attempted to 
obtain this material so it could be reviewed to determine whether it was responsive to your request. We were 
advised that the potentially responsive records were not in their expected location and could not be located after a 






reasonable search. Following a reasonable waiting period, another attempt was made to obtain this material. This 
search for the missing records also met with unsuccessful results.

FBI FOIPA Addendum

requirements of the FOIPA [5 U.S.C. § 552(c)], FBI responses are limited to those records subject to the requirements 
of the FOIPA.

(ii) Intelligence Records. To the extent your request seeks records of intelligence sources, methods, or activities, the FBI 
can neither confirm nor deny the existence of records pursuant to FOIA exemptions (b)(1), (b)(3), and as applicable to 
requests for records about individuals, PA exemption (j)(2) [5 U.S.C. §§ 552/552a (b)(1), (b)(3), and (j)(2)]. The mere 
acknowledgment of the existence or nonexistence of such records is itself a classified fact protected by FOIA exemption 
(b)(1) and/or would reveal intelligence sources, methods, or activities protected by exemption (b)(3) [50 USC §

The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division 
provides Identity History Summary Checks - often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheet. These criminal 
history records are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.”

Private Citizens 
cannot request a name check.

trial or an impartial adjudication, ( C ) could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy, ( D ) could 
reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of confidential source, including a State, local, or foreign agency or authority or any private 
institution which furnished information on a confidential basis, and, in the case of record or information compiled by a criminal law 
enforcement authority in the course of a criminal investigation, or by an agency conducting a lawful national security intelligence 
investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, ( E ) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual; 

(b)(8) contained in or related to examination, operating, or condition reports prepared by, on behalf of, or for the use of an agency responsible for 
the regulation or supervision of financial institutions; or 

(b)(9) geological and geophysical information and data, including maps, concerning wells.

(k)(6) testing or examination material used to determine individual qualifications for appointment or promotion in Federal Government service the 
release of which would compromise the testing or examination process; 

(k)(7) material used to determine potential for promotion in the armed services, the disclosure of which would reveal the identity of the person who 
furnished the material pursuant to a promise that his/her identity would be held in confidence.

Compact discs seen 
as way to. reach 
into mainstream

DETROIT — The meeting point is 
a gas station 20 miles north of De¬ 
troit. As carloads of people from 
across the Midwest cruise in, a young 
man in a blue' flannel shirt quietly 
signals them to follow him. 

They drive past a line of police 
cars, through suburbs dotted with 
strip malls and fast food restaurants. 
Finally, they reach .working-class 
Shelby Township and turn left down 
a country road, where a Disabled 
American Veterans assembly hall ad¬ 
vertises free admission to a flea mar¬ 
ket. 

Car after car pulls in, and a parade 
of young men — many with the 
trademark shaved heads, Doc Mar¬ 
tens boots and swastika tattoos of 
neo-Nazi skinheads — file into the 
hall. The door closes, and the trouble 
starts. 

Thundering guitars strike up an in¬ 
fernal rhythm. A call — it might be a 
human shriek or the growl of a bear 
— rises with the music: Victory or 
Valhalla ... We will never surrender. 
And then the crowd strikes up a 
chant that can be heard on the street: 
“Sieg Heil! Sieg Heil! Sieg Heil!” 

OF THE many underground mu¬ 
sic scenes in America, few are so for¬ 
bidden that patrons arrive not know¬ 
ing where the concert is. Then again, 
few rock ’n’ roll bands sing anthems 
like “If you ain’t white, you’ll be 
dead.” 

White power music is virtually the 
only kind that no radio station will 
play, no club will book and few rec¬ 
ord stores will stock. In-an industry 
that seeks profits in outrageousness, 
it is the music that goes too far. 

Even the old guard of the white su¬ 
premacy movement viewed the vio¬ 
lent skinhead culture with dismay. 
But now they have begun to embrace 
white power music, realizing that a 
single compact disc can be infinitely 
more powerful as a recruiting tool 
t han a narking lot full of fliers.

cently purchased Resistance Records 
and its accompanying magazine,, set¬ 
ting up a warehouse and distribution 
center on his 350-acre compound in 
West Virginia. 

Resistance expects to generate at 
least $750,000 in compact-disc sales 
this year. That money, Pierce says, 
can be funneled into the National 
Alliance’s expanding political net¬ 
work and into development of new 
music genres that will subtly carry its 
message. 

“While it may appear to the naked 
eye that this stuff isn’t very preva¬ 
lent, it has worked itself into a num¬ 
ber of different youth subcultures,” 
said Devin Burghart of the Chicago- 
based Center for 
New Community, 
which along with 
the Northwest Co¬ 
alition for Human 
Dignity recently 
produced a report j 
on the growing im¬ 
pact of white | 
power music. 

“They’re trying 
to target music 
stores, get air 
play,” Burghart 
said. “They’re try¬ 
ing to move bands 
more toward the ! 
mainstream. I 
think right now 
we’re on the cusp 
of seeing a dra- - 
matic increase” in 


white power music’s outreach. 

While most record stores refuse toj 
stock white power bands, racist la-! 
bels have made inroads in at least 
two dozen retail outlets across the 11 
country. Anyone with access to the 
Internet can download and listen to ; 
songs like “Racially Debased” and, 
“Bagels and Blood.” And at • the ! 
mainstream Milwaukee Music Festi- , 


val last year, everyone entering the 1 
gate was handed a copy of Resis¬ 
tance magazine — which since Pierce 
took over has become the Rolling ! 
Stone of the racist music scene. 


ONE OF the keys to the growing 
number of white power labels, indus¬ 
try insiders say, is that technology 
has made it easy — and potentially 
profitable—for almost anyone to op¬ 
erate a record company. All it takes 
is marginal studio equipment and a 
compact-disc burner connected to a 
personal- computer. And if nobody 
will stock the records, they can be j 
sold — at a better profit margin — at j 
concerts and on the Internet. 

“A CD costs $2 to produce. You 
sell it for $14.88. Good profit,” said ! 
one industry observer who asked not I 
to be identified. “But as far as Dr. 
Pierce’s belief that this is going to be 
a means of reaching young people 
who are going to be part of his revo¬ 
lutionary vanguard? He’s absolutely 
delusional.... I think the excitement, 
the alcohol, the girls, the loud music, | 



all that has much more appeal than 
the message does.” 

“It will never have mass appeal,” 
echoed Michael Moynihan, whose 
Portland-based band, Blood Axis, and 
small publishing company have come 
under attack by watchdog groups for 
their use of fascist symbolism and 
ideology. 

“The No. 1 reason is that the musi¬ 
cal quality is usually lacking,” Moy¬ 
nihan said. “I don’t think most peo¬ 
ple who listen to music as an art 
form are going to get excited about 
being yelled at with slogans.”

The Internet helps build a sophisticated

W hen Hendrik Mobus stepped 
off a British jet and onto Amer¬ 
ican soil last December, the 
German neo-Nazi was look¬ 
ing for more than kindred spirits.

After serving five years in a German jail 
for helping strangle a fellow teenager, 
he had allegedly \iolated parole by dis¬ 
paraging his victim, raising his arm in 
a Nazi salute, and organizing gatherings 
of the far right. 

Mobus trekked across the United States 
for seven months, staving with suspect¬ 
ed white supremacists in Washington 
State, Ohio, and Virginia. He finally land¬ 
ed on a remote mountaintop in rural West 
Virginia, at the 300-acre compound of the 
Na tional Alliance, a white supremacist 
group that the Anti-Defamation League 
calls the largest and most dangerous in the 
nation. There Mobus stayed for 10 more 
weeks, until U.S. marshals caught up with 
him last month. He now faces deportation 
to Germany. 

That the 24-year-old Mobus had con¬ 
tacts across America is a troubling sign of 
closer ties between U.S. neo-Nazis and 
their counterparts abroad. Until the 
1980s, America’s postwar white su¬ 
premacists were a ragtag collection of local 
Ku Klux Klansmen and neo-Nazis—with 
little exposure to people or events over¬ 
seas. But in this age of globalization, white 
supremacists have gone international, too. 
Fueled by the Internet and cheap jet trav¬ 
el. neo-Nazi leaders are exchanging speak¬ 
ers and literature and forming chapters of 
their groups abroad. Some analysts see the 
outlines of a sophisticated, worldwide 
neo-Nazi movement, in which violent, 
racist groups share tactics and resources

as never before. Says Mark Potok of the 
Southern Poverty Law Center, which mon¬ 
itors hate groups: “We’re seeing better 
funding, more hiding places, and, ulti¬ 
mately, greater violence.” 

There is no shortage of people on the 
political fringe. German officials say some 
54,000 individuals are tied to the extreme 
right in that country; tens of thousands 
more are active elsewhere in Europe. Be¬ 
tween 100,000 and 200,000 Americans 
are thought to have similar ties. 

Ironically, after winning the war against 
Nazism, it is the Americans who are help¬ 
ing revitalize it For years, U.S. groups have 
been the major source of Nazi-inspired 
books, memorabilia, and propaganda; such 
materials are illegal in Germany but pro¬ 
tected by the First Amendment here. Ne¬ 
braska-based Gary Lauck, dubbed the 
“Farm Belt Fiihrer,” spent two decades ship¬ 
ping racist literature to Germany. His luck 
ran out when he visited Europe, and Ger¬ 
man officials slapped him with a four-year 
jail term. Lauck now stays closer to home- 
running a Web site with a catalog, in 14 lan¬ 
guages, of Nazi books, newspapers, and CDs. 

A haven for extremists. German neo- 
Nazi groups are also flocking to U.S.-based 
Internet providers. The German govern¬ 
ment’s crackdown on the far right, fol¬ 
lowing a spate of violent attacks on for¬ 
eigners, has prompted extremist groups 
there to transfer scores of Web sites to the 
United States. German intelligence offi¬ 
cials say 70 percent of the nearly 400 Ger¬ 
man neo-Nazi sites are now on American 
servers, and nearly a third of those would 
be illegal under German law. Last year, 
one U.S.-based Web page posted a $7,500 
reward (in German) for the murder of a 
young left-wing activist, giving his home 
address, job. and phone number. 

Web sites and E-mail are the electron¬ 
ic glue that pastes together the once dis¬ 



parate edges of a worldwide movement. 
Among the most, active neo-Nazi groups is 
Hammerskin Nation, a federation of so- 
called skinheads whose members sport 
swastikas along with their shaved heads 
and steel-toed boots. Known for their vi¬ 
olence. followers of Hammerskin Nation 
run chapters in Australia. New Zealand, 
and across Europe and North America. 
U.S. Hammerskin bands regularly perform 
in Germany, while British and German 
Hammerskins often visit .America, officials

say. The Ku Klux Klan has also ventured 
abroad, setting up chapters in Britain and 
Australia and giving taljcs in Germany. And 
the Illinois-based World Church of the 
Creator, whose follower Beniamin S mith 
went on a two-state shooting spree last 
year, claims chapters in Australia, Bel¬ 
gium, Canada, France, and Sweden. 

If the American radical right has an un¬ 
official ambassador, though, it is William 
Pierce, 67 , leader of the Nationa l Alliance. 
It was at Pierce’s rustic compound that 


Mobus was hiding. A former physics pro¬ 
fessor, Pierce wrote the notorious Turner 
Diaries, a crude novel depicting an Amer¬ 
ican race war in which the U.S. government 
is overthrown and Jews and minorities are 
systematically slain. Among the novel’s fans 
was Timothy McVeigh; his bombing of the 
Oklahoma City federal building closely re¬ 
sembles a scene from the book. 

Under Pierce’s leadership, the Nation¬ 
al Alliance has established chapters in 11 
countries. Pierce’s travels have brought 


him to the United Kingdom, and 
since 1996 he has made four visits 
to Germany, where officials say he 
now has a representative. His main 
contacts are with the 6,000-mem¬ 
ber Nation al Democratic Party 
(known by its German initials, 
. NPD), a group so dominated by neo- 
Nazis that government officials 
have proposed banning it. In a 
speech before the party’s congress 
last year, Pierce spoke of a new era 
of collaboration among “national¬ 
ist" groups, echoing the NPD’s own 
calls for expansion abroad. NPD of¬ 
ficials, in turn, have attended meet¬ 
ings of Pierce’s National Alliance in 
the United States. “Our destinies are 
linked,” Pierce later proclaimed, 
sounding like Adolf Hitler in 1933. 
“If the Jew's succeed in destroying 
the German nation, they w r ill have 
an easier time destroying us.” 

Angry Aryans. Like others on the 
far right, the National Alliance has 
wholeheartedly embraced the Web, 
offering online materials in five Eu¬ 
ropean languages. The Timer Di¬ 
aries, which once had to be smug¬ 
gled into Germany, can now’ be read 
on its Web site in German as w'ell as 
French. Last year, Pierce also 
moved into the ntysic business with 
the purchase of Resistance Records , 
reputed to be thfe world’s largest 
purveyor of neo-Nazi CDs, with ti¬ 
tles like “Too White for You” by the 
Angry Aryans. Pierce’s warehous¬ 
es reportedly carry 250 titles and 
stockpile some 80,000 CDs. A 
major market is the European skin¬ 
head scene. 

Despite its growing reach, how¬ 
ever, the neo-Nazi movement re¬ 
mains widely fractured, both at 
home and abroad: Groups often hate 
each other nearly as much as they do 
non-Aryans. The danger, of course, 
is that even individuals, like Mc¬ 
Veigh, can cause enormous damage. 
Moreover, the Internet is hastening 
the spread of a more consistent ide¬ 
ology. American white supremacists 
have been “Nazified” in recent years, 
analysts say. A generation ago, Ku Klux 
Klan members with memories of World 
War II would never have associated with 
Nazis; today, they attend rallies, sport 
swastikas, and offer sieg heils. 

Such a common culture does not bode 
well. “All the ingredients are there,” warns 
German political scientist Thomas Grum- 
ke, who studies the far right “Somebody just 
has to mix them together.” •
